elusive  of  seh.Mil.  library,  poor,  fire,  aud  state  and 
county  taxes.  In  lieu  of  the  amount  now  authorized 
to  be  raised  for  such  purposes,  any  sum  not  exceed¬ 
ing  one  half  of  on.*  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tlon  of  real  and  personal  property  in  such  city;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  nothing  herein  shall  In  auywlse 
be  construed  or  held  to  take  awav  or  limit  anv  power 
now  vested  in  any  city  to  assess  and  raise  by’ tax  for 
such  pur>«.s**s  anv  larger  sum;  and  provided  further, 
that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  or  affect  any  city  until 
the  same  shall  have  first  been  submitted  to  the  legal 
voters  of  such  city  for  their  approval  at  an  annual 
municipal  election  in  sulil  citv  and  the  same  shall 
have  been  approved  by  a  vote  of  a  mpjorlty  of  all  the 
votes  east  at  sueh  election. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  the  laws  general  or 
special,  so  far  us  they  are  inconsistent  herewith,  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  im me 
dlately.

CHAPTER  CCVL 

An  act  for  the  Incorporation  of  safe  deposit  and  trust 
companies. 

1.  Be  It  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Oeneral  Assem 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  any  number  of 
persons  not  less  than  seven  may  associate  themselves 
together  to  establish  a  place  or  places  of  safe  deposit 
and  trust  within  the  state  on  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  and  subjeet  to  the  liabilities  prescribed  In  this 
act:  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  any 
such  company  shall  uot  be  leas  than  twanty  five 
thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  thous¬ 
and  dollars,  the  whole  amount  of  which  as  fixed 
shall  be  subscribed  and  twenty -five  per  cent,  thereof 
actually  paid  It.  cash  before  such  company  shall  com¬ 
mence  business. 

2.  And  1m-  it  enacted,  That  the  persons  so  associat¬ 
ing  shull,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  make  a  certifi¬ 
cate  which  shall  specify  the  following  matters:

Krai*  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  as 
eh  under  (he  laws  of  this  state. 

3.  And  be  It  enacted,  That  any  association  created 
under  this  act  shall  have  full  power  and  lawful  au¬ 
thority  to  take  and  receive  on  deposit  in  trust  and 
for  safe  keeping,  stocks, United  Stale*  bonds  Jewelry, 
plate,  money  and  other  valuable  property  of  every 
kind  upon  torais  to  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of 
said  association,  and  snch  association  may  collect 
coupons  of  or  Interest  upon  United  States  or  other 
bonds,  obligations  or  securities  when  authorised  so 
to  do  by  parties  depositing  th#  same,  and  may  make 
such  special  contracts  as  may  be  authorised  by  the 
by-laws  for  the  taking  of  money  or  articles  of  prop¬ 
erty  on  deposit  and  the  payment  or  return  thereof 
and  the  Interest  thereon  aud  the  rate  or  percentage 
of  charges  payable  to  or  collectable  by  said  assoc la- 

4.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  the  business  of  said  asso¬ 
ciation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  board  of  directors  of 
not  less  than  seven  In  number,  who  shall  be  stock¬ 
holders.  and  shall  be  elected  annually  at  a  stock¬ 
holders'  meeting  to  be  provided  for  in  the  by-laws  of 
the  association:  said  board  of  directors  shall  elect 
from  their  number  a  president,  and  shall  provide  for 
fhe  election  and  appointment  of  such  other  officers 
and  agents  us  may  be  necessary. 

5.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect 
Immediately.

CHAPTER  CCVIL

at  any  time  within  this  state,  catch,  kill,  trap  or  ex¬ 
pose  tor  sale,  or  have  in  his  possession  after  tlie  same 
has  been  caught,  killed  or  trapped,  uuy  night  hawk, 
whip-poor  will,  sparrow,  thrush,  meadow  lark,  sky- 
larkL  fluch,  martin,  swallow,  woodpecker,  robin, 
oriole,  red  or  . cardinal  bird,  cedar  bird,  wren,  tan- 
ager,  cat  bird,  bine  bird,  snow  bird,  tern,  gull  or  any 
lnsaotive reus  or  song  bird,  uot  generallr  known  as  a 
game  bird. 

.  J.  And  be  It  enacted,  That  no  person  shall  in  the 
months'uf  March.  April,  May,  June,  July  or  August  in 
any  year,  within  this  state,  knowingly  or  willfully 

E”  »t.  tear  down  or  pestroy  the  nest  of  any  wild 
or  take,  carry  away  or  destroy  the  egg  or  eggs 
iy  such  wild  bird;  nor  shall  any’  person,  at  any 
time  whatever,  sell,  offer  or  expose  for  sale  or  buy 
the  egg  or  eggs  uf  any  bird  named  in  sections  one 
and  three  of  this  act. 

8.  And  i>e  it  enacted,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  person  to  kl|l  or  catch,  buy  or  sell  any  of  the 
birds  mentioned  In  section  one  of  this  act,  or  any  of 
the  birds  commonly  known  as  game  birds,  or  any 
sandpiper,  plover,  wlllet,  curlew,  marlin  or  other 
bird  or  tho  species  commonly  called  shore  or  bay 
birds,  or  any  heron,  crane,  fish  hawk,  king  fisher, 
yellow  hammer  ur  blue  Jay  for  the  purpose  of  pre¬ 
serving  or  stuffing  the  same  a*  an  article  of  ornament 
or  apparel.  . 

4.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  any  person  violating  any 
Of  the  provision*  uf  sections  one  and  two  shall  forfeit 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence,  aud  any  per 
sou  violating  the  provisions  of  section  three  shull  for¬ 
feit  the  sudi  of  fifty  dollar*;  the  said  penalties  shall 
be  recovered  In  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  en¬ 
titled  “An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  method  of  pro¬ 
cedure  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  the  several 
law*  relating  to  game  and  game  fish.” 

5.  And  be  It  enaeted,  That  nothing  In  this  act  con¬ 
tained  shall  be  held  to  apply  to  or  affect  the  bird 
commonly  known  as  the  English  sparrow. 

6.  Aud  be  it  enucted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect

CHAPTER  CCYIII. 

An  act  to  provide  for  tbu  erection  of  suitable  monu¬ 
ments  to  mark  the  position  of  New  Jersey  Regi¬ 
ments  upon  the  hurtle  field  of  Gettysburg. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  governor 
and  comptroller  of  this  state  are  hereby  empowered 
to  cause  to  be  erected  upon  the  battle-field  of  Gettys¬ 
burg.  In  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  suitable  monu¬ 
ments  properly  inscribed  to  murk  the  position  of 
any  of  (Jic  New  Jersey  Regiments  who  look  part  In 
the  battle  of  Gettysburg  during  the  late  war  of  the 
rebellion;  that  thb  expenses  incurred  for  the  said 
purpose  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hun 
fired  dollars  for  the  said  monument*  wh.cn  may  bo 
erected  In  the  discretion  of  the  governor  aud  comp¬ 
troller  upon  or  without  application  therefore  by  any 
•f  sueh  regiments,  and  the  governor  lx  hereby  em¬ 
powered  to  make  his  requisition  upon  the  state 
freo*ury  for  the  expenses  or  the  same  and  the  comp¬ 
troller  shall  draw  his  warrant  therefor,  which  shall 
be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  out  of  any  moneys  in 
the  treasury  uot  otherwise  appropriated. 

,  J.  And  be  It  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take  effeet 
tffimed  lately.

i  .«'»'P._.iuUi  to  on  act  entitled  “An  act  providing 
for  additional  powers  and  certain  changes  of  cer¬ 
tain  localities  governed  by  commissioners.”  passed 
April  seventeenth,  one  thousand’  eight  huudred 
and  eighty-four. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  bv  the  Senate  and  General  Assem 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  in  the  absence 
of  any  provision  in  the  act  ;of  incorporation  of  any 
place  governed  by  commissioners,  there,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  legal  voters  in  such  place  at  each  an 
nual  election  for  members  of  such  board  of  comatls 
sioners  three  commls*ioners  of  appeal.  In  cases  of 
taxation,  who  shall  possess  the  powers  within  such 
place,  perform  the  duties,  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties,  receive  the  same  compensation,  (to  be 
paid  by  said  board  of  commissioners i  and  sit  at  the 
same  time  as  the  commissioners  of  appeal  of  the 
several  townships  of  this  slate. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  in  case  of  vacancy  in 
said  office  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  in 
ability,  disqualification,  removal  from  office,  or 
neglect  or  refusal  to  act  or  other  cause.  It  shall  be 
lawful  fur  the  board  of  commissioners  of  such  place 
to  appoint  others  in  their  stead  to  fill  such  office  for 
the  uuextiired  term  lheri*of. 

X  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  take  effect 
Immediately.
